The Public Aae Gasette ee, of the Sth 
Alleged exclusion of November, received on the «19th 
3 „ elie idem, regrets to notice that the 
service, orders issued by Lord Ripon's Gov- 
ernment regarding the admission of natives to the higher 
ranks of police service have not been properly carried out. 
During the last eight years only four natives, namely, 
Nawäb Islam-ullah Thän, Sayyid Hamid, Sheikh Muniru- 
l-din and Maulvi Abdul Wahab, were admitted to the 
higher ranks, of whom three have already retired from 
service, for one reason or another.. It was expected that a 
native would be appointed Assistant District Superintend- 
ent of Police this year, but the public has been disappoint- 
ed. On the other hand, three or four Eurasian Inspectors 


have been elevated to the hi gher ranks. The measure is 


an ill-advised one, and eventually Government will have to 


repret its mistake. The Public Service Gazette is no 
enemy to Eurasians, but experience forces it to declare 
that as Eurasian Inspectors with their small salaries desire 
to live in the high style of European officers, they are 
generally involved in debt and are guilty of improper acts 
with a view of. raising their incomes. Nothing could be 
more unwise than to place such men at the head of the 


whole police force in a district, because they cannot aban- 


don the bad habits which they contracted in the lower 


ranks of service. Native Police Inspectors and cadets of 
good family would make much better Assistant Superin- 


tendents than such Eurasian Inspectors. It is to be hoped 
Sir Auckland Colvin will take the subjeot into consideration.
